In the year 1884 the followers of Christ Jesus 
formed a corporation under the laws of the state of 
Pennsylvania. The name of this corporation is Watch 
Tower Bible & Tract Society, and the purpose of the 
Society, as explained in its charter, is to instruct men 
and women in and to aid them in the understanding 
of the Bible. As a corporation it holds title to certain 
properties and is an acknowledged and organized in- 
strument of those devoted to the Lord to carry on the 
legitimate work of God’s people on earth. The in- 
dividuals who use this corporation are known as Je- 
hovah’s witnesses. 

Merely for convenience and to comply with the laws 
of the land and to further the interest of its work, the 
Society organized the Peoples Pulpit Association, in 
1909, under the membership corporation law of the 
state of New York. For the same reason, the Interna- 
tional Bible Students Association was organized, in 
1914, under the laws of Great Britain. These three 
corporations are really one, and they are all directed 
by the same officials and have possession and control 
of the property of the Society. By the word ‘‘Society’’ 
is meant the united company of faithful men and 
women now on earth who are wholly devoted to God 
and his kingdom under Christ and who are by his 
grace carrying forward the work of the Lord in the 
earth. No one of these three corporations above named 
has any capital stock. They pay no dividends to any 
person, and no person receives any pecuniary profit 
therefrom. They are wholly and entirely devoted to 
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earrying forward the work of the Society, which is 
the preaching or making known to the people the good 
news that Jehovah’s time is at hand for the establish- 
ment of his kingdom under Christ and the truths 
kindred thereto. 


THE PURPOSE OF THE SOCIETY 


The primary purpose of these organizations is to aid 
the people to get a better understanding of God’s pur- 
poses as set forth in his Word. Those who love God 
and who believe and rely upon his Word as set forth 
in the Bible plainly see and clearly understand that 
Satan the Devil is the arch enemy of God and the 
opposer of all true followers of Christ Jesus. It was 
Satan the Devil who at the very beginning of human 
history challenged Jehovah God to put on earth men 
who would remain faithful and true to God. Satan 
declared his ability to cause all men to eurse God and 
turn away from him. That raised the issue, which Je- 
hovah accepted, and he has suffered or permitted Sa- 
tan to do all within his power to make proof of his 
wicked challenge. Jehovah bides his own due time to 
vindicate his great name and completely destroy Sa- 
tan and his wicked organization. The great time of 
climax has arrived, and hence the strenuous witness 
in the earth and the opposition thereto. 

The events mentioned by Jesus in the 24th chapter 
of Matthew began to come to pass in 1914, and now 
we have reached that time of-great depression, dis- 
tress and perplexity that has laid hold upon all na- 
tions; and this is proof of the fact that the time is 
here in which Jehovah’s witnesses must preach the 
eospel of the Kingdom by going from house to house. 
This is no time for the erection of buildings for the 
purpose of assembling in them and going through a 
form of worship, but it is the time to go from house 
to house and tell the people the good news of God’s 
kingdom, which is the only possible relief for suffering 
humanity. This message is too important and the time 
is too short to cover the whole work in a few words. 
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The message of the gospel of the Kingdom has been 
put in printed form setting forth these facts and cit- 
ing the Scriptural authority to enable the people to 
sit quietly in their homes and inform themselves of 
and concerning the real meaning of present-day world 
distress and of the kingdom that will bring the relief. 

The three above-named organizations were created 
for the very purpose of carrying on this public in- 
struction by preaching the message of the Bible in 
printed form. These organizations were not formed 
for money profit. They publish this message of God’s 
kingdom in book form and Jehovah’s witnesses carry 
this message in printed form to the people and exhibit 
it to them, not to get them to join any organization 
nor to get their money, but to inform them of the 
truth. The books are not sold to the people, but a 
small sum of money to aid in the publication of other 
like books is taken because the work cannot be carried 
on without some financial aid. What is taken by these 
witnesses is far less than the cost of carrying on this 
work of educating the people, and this deficit is made 
up by voluntary contributions by men and women who 
are anxious to preach the gospel of God’s kingdom in 
obedience to God’s Word. Whether the people hear 
or do not hear is not material. Jehovah said this gos- 
pel of the Kingdom must be preached in all the world 
for a witness. The Scciety has used every means of 
communicating this message of the Kingdom to the 
people, by going from door to door and giving oral 
testimony of the Kingdom, by leaving literature (in 
the form of books, booklets and magazines) which can 
be read, by furnishing Judge Rutherford’s lectures by 
means of radio, and by bringing to the people (at 
great expense to the Society) Judge Rutherford’s lec- 
tures electrically transcribed and presented in halls 
and other public places. The sole purpose, as everyone 
will see who looks into the work of the Society, is the 
preaching of the message of the Kingdom.

A WORLD-WIDE WORK 


Jehovah, the only true God, has blessed the united 
efforts of his witnesses on the earth during the past 
years, and it is a real joy to set out the progress of 
this work. Having in mind that this witness work is 
carried forward in North America, South America, 
Europe, Asia, Africa, and the isles of the sea, and that 
the printed message is distributed in 62 different lan- 
euages, you will appreciate the fact that in this short 
statement it is practically impossible to give you any 
minute details of the work. Even though the number 
of Jehovah’s witnesses in the world is small and the 
opposition brought to bear against them by the com- 
mercial, political and religious organizations is great, 
yet the results show that a tremendous work of bear- 
ing testimony to the name of Jehovah and his kingdom 
is being done. During the past year the message of 
truth has been proclaimed by means of radio and by 
other means of speech and by the wide distribution 
of books, booklets and magazines. The distribution of 
the books and booklets amongst the people in all lan- 
guages during a period of but one year has reached 
the aggregate of 24,074,401 volumes. Since the year 
1922 up to and including September, 1933, the total 
distribution of Judge Rutherford’s books and booklets 
reached the amazing figure of 156,853,441. These fig- 
ures, however, do not include the millions of eopies of 
the Watchtower and Golden Age magazines, which 
publications also aid the people in an understanding 
of God’s Word. 

To do this work of giving a wide witness in ‘‘ Chris- 
tendom’’, and, in fact, in all the world, it becomes 
necessary to manufacture books, booklets and maga- 
zines. To have this work done by commercial printing 
houses would mean production at high cost to the peo- 
ple, and would therefore make it impossible for them 
to have the very message God purposes that they 
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should have. The Watch Tower Bible & Tract Society, 
therefore, set about to build printing plants for the 
manufacture of books and other literature required. A 
factory was built at Brooklyn, which is fully equipped 
with the latest machinery for the purpose of printing 
and manufacturing books, booklets and magazines, It 
is possible for this institution to turn out 20,000 bound 
books of 384 pages each and 60,000 64-page booklets in 
a working day, in addition: to the Watchtower and 
Golden Age magazines (which are published twice a 
month). Other factories have been built at Magde- 
burg, Germany, and Berne, Switzerland. All of these 
factories are used to print publications in all lan- 
guages, which publications are distributed in all parts 
of the earth. The result is that today the gospel of 
the Kingdom is published in as many as 62 languages 
and the message has been put in the hands of many 
people, especially in the land of so-called ‘‘ Christen- 
dom”’’. 


Our main purpose and work is the preaching of the 
gospel, and in order to place Judge Rutherford’s clear 
and most interesting explanation of the Bible within the 
reach of everyone, the manufacturing of the books and 
booklets is done by the hands of men and women who 
are devoted to God and His cause and who are not seek- 
ing financial gain, and because of exercising strictest 
economy in buying the material and manufacturing 
the literature, and, above all, because of the blessing 
of the Lord, that the literature which is mentioned in 
this booklet is published and placed in the hands of 
the people at merely a nominal cost. 


The books manufactured are then distributed to 43 
branches, located in many countries. These branches 
earry forward the work in the various territories as- 
signed to them. Jehovah’s witnesses, who are individu- 
als devoted to God, in turn receive this literature and 
distribute the books and booklets from door to door, 
preaching the gospel as they go, in more than 
80 countries. In addition to this wide distribu- 
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tion of the message in printed form, the radio is 
used extensively by Judge Rutherford, and his lec- 
tures are heard over hundreds of radio stations each 
week during the year in many countries of the world. 
These lectures presenting the Kingdom message are 
carried to the people chiefly by electrical transcription. 
By this means a harmonious message of the Kingdom 
is given throughout the earth. 


In these years of depression and distress many peo- 
ple, because of misfortune, are unable to hear these 
lectures by radio. Jehovah’s witnesses have therefore 
equipped themselves with machines that will amplify 
these electrical transcription lectures. They obtain 
halls, church buildings, schoolhouses, public parks, 
and in these places reproduce these lectures so that the 
people may hear. Millions are learning of the King- 
dom by this means.
